According to the report of the 
committee, Mr. Brown, who wrote 
the column “Under the Dome,” un- 
der the pen name of “Decibels,” 
was found guilty by the committee 
of writing two paragraphs declared 
to be “scandalous misrepresenta- 
tion.” 

ISSUE WARRANT 

The committee asked that Mr. | 
Speaker Dawson issue a warrant 
for execution by Sergeant-at-Arms 
H. 8. Newby for the removal to 
and delivery at the Lethbridge jail 

Gerald O'Connor, Liberal, Ed- 
monton, gave notice of motion 
that on Friday he would move 
that Mr. Brown be released when 
that day’s sitting of the legisla- 
ture concludes. 

The warrant for Mr. Brown's ar- 
rest was pot executed immediately, 
although it is understood that all 
details were completed. 

The complaint against Mr. Brown 
was that he misquoted Dr. J. L. 
Robinson, S.C., Medicine Hat. 

Findings of the committee as 
adopted by the house were all 
moved by Hon. Lucien Maynard, 
minister of municipal affairs.

CREDIT ACT IS 


MOVED IN ae 


Hon. Ernest C. Manning, provin- 
cial secretary and minister of trade 
and industry, in the legislature on 
Thursday night, introduced a bill 
to repeal the Alberta Social Credit 
Act. It was given first reading by 
the house. 

This action by the minister fol- 
lows close upon the introduction of 
an act to provide “for the realiza- 
tion of Social Credit of Alberta,” 
which aims to carry on the activi- 
ties of the Socia] Credit Board. 

Recently, Chief Justice Lyman 
Duff of the Dominion supreme 
court expressed the opinion that 
the Social Credit Act was ultra 
vires, 

The Realization of Social Credit 
Act sets forth duties of the Social 
Credit Board and provides for dis- 
semination of “authoritative inform- 
ation.”
